Spade  or  plow  ground  to  the  depth  of  8  inches.  Afterwards  harrow  or  rake  carefully,  pulverize  all  lumps  and  remove  all  large  stones.

This  new  forage  and  grain  crop,  after  thorough  trials  the  past 
season,  was  found  very  satisfactory.  Stock  of  all  kinds  like  it — in  fact, 
they  eat  every  particle  of  the  stalk,  leaves  and  head.  It  is  rich  in 
protein  and  fat.
